Proclamation of the Governor. 

The President's call for 300,000 volunteers, 
to serve tli ree years or during the war, to fill 
upthe old regiments, makes the allotment to 
Kentucky of 12,000 to be raised. 

1 his call must be met, either by volun- 
teers, or by draft, at an early day. The 5th 
of January is set by the President as the 
lime of ordering the draft This will 
give lime for Congress to repeal tho $300 ex- 
emption. 

Volunteers will receive the liberal bounty 
and increased pay offeree! by tbe Govern- 
ment; the conscript will not. Volunteers 
select their own company and regiment — 
the conscript will* be assigned without re- 
gard to his wishes. The volunteer will be 
honored by his companions in arms and by 
his country — the conscript will not. 

Recruiting officers will he detailed from the 
various regiments and assigned their recruit- 
ing posts by the Adjutant General. The 
proportion due from each connty, to equalize 
the service from the commencement of the 
war, will be made known by the Adjutant 
General, and notice thereof given. Each 
county will be required to furnish its allot 
ment either in volunteers or conscripts. 

Recruiting for the twelve months service 
will cease with the authorities heretofore 
given, so soon as the regiments forming are 
filled. 

Let no man say he would volunteer if it 
were for defense of the State or to serve in 
the State. Facts answer such declarations. 
For months you have been called on for 
such service, and failed to respond. This 
service is now closed to you. 

Kentucky now is, and must continue to be, 
exposed so long as there are rebel armies in 
the field. Guerrilla raids will cease when the 
rebel armies are broken up. The only se 
entity to your State against invasions and 
raids, is the destruction of the rebel armies 
Were our old regiments full even to the 
minimum, the days of rebellion would be 
numbered, and but few The true defense of 
your State therefore is by filling the old reg- 
iments now in the field. This will give a 
crushing force, which must soon sweep the 
rebel armies from the field. 

It’s better for you, and for the service that 
you enlist in the old regiments. It secures 
you from much of the dangers of camp and 
field, and greatly increases your efficiency 
as a soldier. These regiments are now his- 
toric. They are ennobled by deeds of brave 
suffering and lofty heroism. Their banners 
bear inscriptions of living memories. By 
volunteering you will become a sharer in 
in those living memories and historic glories. 
If you would preserve the honorable name 
of you county, volunteer. If you would 
not humiliate your noble companions in 
arms, volunteer. If you would save your 
home3 aud State from desolation, and your 
county from ruin volunteer. If you would not 
shame the memory of your fathers, volunteer 
Remember that Kentucky lias never waiter 
for a draft. Kentucky patriotism is not 
constrained, but. is the voluntary homage 
of loyalty to the Government of our fathers. 
It is the inner voice of love to our Iree in 
stitutions. which voluntarily responds to the 
call for defense of the priceless heritage 
Frame no excuses — the call admits of none. 
Kentucky will meet her allotment. It is 
noble to meet it voluntarily. Look to the 
honor of your respective counties — for equali- 
ty will be enforced. 

The defense of your homes, of your 
State, your Government, your liberties ; tbe 
vindication of your honor, the veneration 
for the memories of your fathers ; all the 
cherished hopes of the future, urge you to a 
prompt, voluntary response to this call to 
duty. Kentuckians^ who will hesitate 7 
We shall see.

That of 
patriots, which has been tested in battle, is 
doubly prized by a grateful peoplo. Tho people 
of Kentucky aro grateful ; they honor and love 
their gallant sons, who, in this terrible civil war, 
have been found struggling to maintain the na- 
tionality of the government of the United States, 
and the ancient renown of the Commonwealth. 
In the list of their living worthies, prominent 
among ail, is the name of Thomas Leonidas 
Crittenden. Uia unshadowed patriotism, his 
modesty, and bis courage have been signalised 
from the beginning of this rebellion; while iiis 
fitness for military command, and his dauntless 
courage wore conspicious and eminently recog- 
uized at Shiloh, Stone river, and many oilier 
battle-fields. 

This Legislature has heard that he has been 
relieved of his command, and ordered to report 
to a military court, for the examination of his 
conduct at Chickamauga. No such court has 
been convened, and none, so far as they have 
learned, has yet been ordered. They have no 
doubt that tho result of a fair investigation will 
not only exonerate him from all censure, but 
brighton his fame. Tho soldiers of Kentucky 
in tho field urge his return, and common justice 
demands his trial. 

Be it therefore resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky: 

That the President of the United States be, 
and is, hereby requested to convenes court for 
the investigation of the conduct of Major Gene- 
ral Crittenden , at the earliest possible day. 

And then the House adjourned.

The Statue on tho Capitol Dome, 

Pursuant to public notice tlie fifth and 
crowning action of tlie colossal Statue of 
the Goddess of Freedom was raised to its 
lofty position on tlie Dome of the Capitol at 
twelve o'clock yesterday. A large number 
of persons had assembled in the park east 
ol tlie Capitol, and gave expression to 
patriotic exultations when the flag of tlie 
nation was hoisted to tlie apex of tlie dome 
a signal that tlie “crowning” had been 
successfully' completed. And at this signal 
a 9 alute of thirty-five guns was immediately 
given from the grounds adjacent to tlie Cap- 
itol in honor ol tlie States in tlie Union, 
which was followed by salvos of artillery 
Irom the different forts which surrounded 
the city. 

We copy the following description of the 
Statue, and of its position on the Dome, 
from tlie Union of last evening 

This statue is nineteen feet six inches 
high, and weighs nearly fifteen thousand 
pounds. It i* composed entirely of bronze, 
and constructed in five sections, tiie weight 
of the heaviest of which is 4,740 pounds. 
The statue has been washed with an acid 
which causes a slight oxidation, tints pro- 
ducing a ricli and uniform bronze tint, which 
will neverebange. It was modelled in plaster 
by Crawford, tlie lamented eminent sculptor, 
for which model tlie price of three thousand 
dollars was paid, and was cast at the 
foundry of Clark Mills, Esq., at Bladens- 
burg. Tlie entire cost of this great work of 
art is from twenty-five to thirty thousand 
dollars. 

During tlie last two weeks three sections 
of tlie statue have been elevated to tlie 
tlioius of the dome; the fourth one, embrac- 
ing tlie chest of the figure, was placed in posi- 
tion on Tuesday, so that little remained to 
he done on Wednesday than setting tlie 
head on the statue. The bight o( the iron 
work above tlie basement floor ot the Capi- 
tol, including tlie crowning statue, is 287 
feet. 

Of the old dome, which was built of 
wood, tlie outer and inner shells were not 
concentric, and while tlie inner was, in pro- 
portions, a copy of that of tlie Pantheon of 
Agrippa at Rome, though much inferior in 
size, theouterdome was higher in proportion 
than that of tlie Pantheon. Its inflamma- 
ble nature, and its narrow escape at the 
time tlie library was burned in 1851, called 
tlie attention of Congress to it, and it was 
finally resolved to replace it by a dome of 
iron, entirely fire proof. 

The new dome in its proportions re- 
sembles the modern rather than the antique 
structures ol this character. Instead oi tlie 
low and flat outlines of tlie Pantheon of 
Rome and tlie St. Sophia of Constantinople, 
the design is a light structure, decorated 
with columns and pilasters, rich cornices 
and entablatures springing up towards the 
skv, and supporting, at a bight of nearly 
three hundred feet above the ground of the 
eastern square and three hundred and 
seventy two feet above the western gate, the 
colossal statue ot which we have spoken. 

The interior diameter of tho dome is 
ninety-six feet. The galleries afford a fine 
view of tlie exterior, tlie view stretching 
many miles down the Potomac. Tlie stuc- 
tore is double, and between the exterior and 
the interior shells a staircase, winding spi- 
rally around tlie whole, will afford access to 
tlie very summit. 

The general outline of this structure re 
setnhles that of tlie dome of St. Peter's, of 
Rome; St.' Paul’s of London; and St. Ge- 
nevieve, and of tlie Invalides, of Paris; and 
of tlie last great work of the kind erected in 
modern times, that of tlie Russian National 
Church, tlie Cathedral of' St. Isaac's, at St. 
Petersburg!), which is also partly built of 
iron. The exterior diameter of the perisby- 
tian circular colonnade is 124 feet 9 inches. 
Tlie columns ol tiie peristyle are 27 feet in 
height and weigh 12,000 pounds each. 



Let us indulge the hope that our posterity ' 
to the end of time may look upon it with 
the same admiration which we to-day, and 
an unbroken Union three years since would 
have viewed this glorious symbol of patriot- 
ism and achievement of art.

The 
John Dory is reckoned by epicures one of 
the choicest of fish; hut in Devonshire, 
where it abounds, ami also in Ireland, it 
used to he thrown away as unfit for food. 
There seems to he some superstition con- 
nected with this, as it is said that a Devon- 
shire cook flatly refused to dress it. Eels — 
which are abundant and of good quality in 
Cumberland and Westmoreland, and also 
in Scotland — are regarded by the people 
there with as much disgust as snakes 
Skate, which is in high estimation in Eng- 
land, in Ireland is hardly ever eaten, except 
by tlie fishermen. Scallops, on the oilier 
hand, which are reckoned a dainty in Ire- 
land, are hardly ever eaten in England; and 
although they are abundant on many of tlie 
coasts, few of the English have an idea that 
they are eatable. The cuttlefish (that kind 
that produces tiie inky fluid), although found 
on our coasts, is not eaten by us; but at Naples 
it is highly esteemed, and travelers report 
that it tastes like veal. 

Cock chafers are candied, and served up, 
with other confectionary by the Italians. 

The hedgehog no one thinks of eating in 
England except the gipsies and some who 
have joined them, and who repo/t that it is 
better than rabbit. 

The sailors in tlie English and Dutch 
whale ships do not eat the flesh of the 
whale, but those in tlie French whalers (with 
their well-known skill in cookery,) are said to 
make a palatable disli of it. 

By almost all the lower classes in Eng- 
land, venison and gameof all kinds are held 
in abhorrence, and so are fresh figs. 

By the Australian savages, frogs, snakes 
large moths and grubs picked out Irom tlie 
wood, all ot which tlie English settlers turn 
from with disgust, are esteemed as dainties, 
but they are shocked at ottr eating oysters 

Milk, as an articlo oi food (except for 
sucking babies) is loathed by tlie South Sea 
Islanders. Goats have been introduced into 
several of the islands; hut the people deride 
the settlers witli using the milk, and ask 
them why they do not milk their cows. On 
the other hand, dogs and rats are favorite 
articles of food with them. These last, as 
is well known, are often eaten by the 
Chinese, who also eat salted earth-worms, 
and a kind of sea-slug, which most Europ 
eans will turn from with disgust. 

In the narrative of Anson’s voyage is a 
full account of the prejudice of the South 
Americans (botli Creoles and Indians) 
against turtle as poisonous. Tlie prisoners 
captured on prize ships warned the sailors 
against eating it, and for some time lived on 
had ship beef; butseeing our men thriveon 
the turtle, they began to eat it — at first spar- 
ingly, and at length heartly. 

Horse flesh, winch most Europeans would 
refuse to eat except in great extremity, is 
preferred bv the Tartars, to all others ; and 
the flesh of the wild ass's colt was greatly 
esteemed by tlie Romans. As for pork, it 
is on religious grounds that Jews and Mo- 
hammedans abstain from it, as the Hindoos 
do from beef. But tlie Christians of tlie 
East seem to have nearly an equal aversion 
to it ; and the like prevailed till lately in 
Scotland. 

The large shell snail, called escargo, was 
a favorite dainty with tlie ancient Romans, 
and still is so in a great part of the South 
of Europe, though most Englishmen, would 
be half starved before they would eat it In 
Vienna the large wood ants are served up 
and eaten alive. SmfUl crabs are eaten alive 
in China. Tlie guana, a large species of 
lizard, is a great dainty in some of tlie West 
India islands. And monkey and alligator 
are eaten in Africa and Soutii America ; and 
some travelers who have overcome their pre- 
judices pronounce them to he good eating. 

Even when tlie same substances are eaten 
in different countries, there is a strange dif- 
ference in the mode of preparing them. 
Both we aud the islanders use butter, hut 
they store it up without salt till it is rancid

Gen. Wm. P. Sanders. 

The following notice of the death of Gen. 
Sanders, one of Kentucky's noblest and 
bravest sons, who was killed at Campbell’s 
station, on the lSlli of November, and the 
order of Gen. Burnside, in relation to his 
death, we clip from the Cincinnati Gazette: 

Alas! poor Sanders is gone I The saddest 
episode of the campaign was his midnight 
burial. To night the pale moon never light 
ed up a more mournful group than surround- 
ed bis lone grave. The uncovered beads, 
the bronzed features, and manly faces of the 
genetals, officers, and comrades, as they 
gathered around to pay the last tribute to 
one whom they bad loved in life and honor 
ed in death, were a painful comment on 
war. Sad hearts were there and tender 
regrets lor the untimely fate of the gallant 
soldier, the genial gentleman, the warm 
friend, and the glorious fellow, but, alas.! 
no woman’s tears were there to hallow bis 
martial grave. No mother's prayer, no 
loving woman’ssob, no sister's tears to soften 
the pathway of the young general into the 
great unknown. He died a soldier’s death, 
and found a soldier's grave. The dirge of 
the military band, the random firing of the 
enemy, the touching ritual of the Episcopal 
Church, read bv Mr. Hume, there in the 
pale moonlight, served as the requiem of one 
wlio gave himself to his country. 

Gen. Wm P. Sanders was hut 28 years of 
age. a native of Kentucky and a graduate 
of West Point in 1856. When the war 
hroke out he w 19 1st lieutenant of dragoons 
fie was appointed captain in tiie Gi fi regu 
lars and distinguishei himself in the Mirv 
land and Peninsular campaigns. In 1863. 
he was appointed to the Colonelcy ot the 
5th Kentucky Cavalry, bat was retained bv 
the commanding General, for special staff 
duties, and never joined the regiment. All 
are tamiliar with his achievements in the 
Morgan, Cluke and Scott raid-, as well as 
his own into East Tennessee. He received 
his promotion to tiie rank ot Brigadier and 
immediate assignment to a cavalry division 
only three weeks ago. He tens skillful, dar- 
ing and vigilant, an able officer, a true pa 
iriot, and an acomplished soldier As 
such he will he remembered and regretted 
by his cotemporaries, lie .vas conscious, 
and contemplated death as fearlessly as he 
had waged the battle of life. Bidding fare- 
well to his friends, his last words were affec- 
tionate remembrance to his mother. He 
receive I the rile of baptism and was buried 
with the ceremonies of the Episcopal 
Church. 

Head Quarters Armt of the Ohio. 

In the Field, Nov. 24. 1863 J 
General Field Orders, No. 31 

The co/nmanding general has the sad du- 
ty of announcing to this army the death of 
one of the bravest of their number, Brig 
Gen W. P. Sanders. 

A life rendered illustrious by a long record 
of gallantry and devotion to his country, 
has closed while in the heroic and unflinch 
iiig performance of duty. 

Distinguished always for li is self-possession 
and daring in the field, and in his private 



fiSif-The Secretary of War has decided 
that the nine months' volunteers now in the 
service of the Government, called out under 
the first section of the act of July 17th, 
1862, are not entitled to the bounty of $25 
and $2 premium, which has been paid them. 

Hi ms to Mothers — Discipline. 

The system of governing by moral suasion 
entirely is a very pretty one in theory, but 
is to often found sadly wanting when tiie 
attempt is made to put it strictly in practice. 
Almost every mother of everyday children 
will find at times a stout little rebel, who 
will otdy yield to the ddetrine of coercion. 
Tt is true, where other means will he as ef- 
fectual, it is a great deal better to employ 
them. When a loving tone, and gentle per- 
suasive remonstrances will restrain a way- 
ward child, by all means use it. Yet, deli b 
crate, willful disobedience, falsehood, pro- 
fanity, intentional cruelty to animals, and 
various similar offenses, should he promptly 
met by serious punishment, and a distinct 
understanding made with the child, that 
any repetition will be dealt with in the 
smiie manner. 

Jt is a pernicious practice, which prevails 
in some nurseries, of correcting every little 
error of the child by a hasty, angry blow. 
You can tell such children by the way they 
have of continually dodging the head at 
every motion around them. Poor little one I 
it is enough to make one’s heart ache to 
witness such marks of domestic tyranny. 
Nothing can lend more to undermine a 
mother’s influence; and turn the sweet waters 
of her childrens’ souls to bitterness. 1 f an 
offense is serious enough for a blow, it is of 
enough importance to he deliberately and 
prayerfully punished. If you cannot com- 
mand your own temper, you have no right 
(o punish your child. Wait till your un- 
cool yourself, or\ou are in no condition "to 
deal justly’’ with your child. God will 
bring you into judgment as surely for in 
justice to him. as to any one else you have 
dealt with. No parent can sav, "It is my 
own child, and 1 can do wlmt l plea«e with 
him.” It is God’s child, and his command 
to you is "Take this child and nurse it for 
me, and I will give thee wages." 

Any punishment which is administered 
in a way that simply “provokes your chil- 
dren to wrath ," does nothing towards cor- 
recting evil habits and tempers. A single 
act of injustice to a child will, do muc(i to 
alienate the affections and weaken the pa- 
rent’s authority. They will dee only oppres- 
sion afterwards in every aot of discipline, 
even though it be just and reasonable. 

Perhaps the majority of 1 parents err on 
thesideol tiie too frequent. punishment. It 
seems the easiest way of mending matters, 
it take’so much less time and trouble. But, 
O mother remember your are sowing lor ali 
time, and eternity, too, and can you not af- 
ford to take trouble ? 

It is degrading to the mini to be kept 
constantly under the influence of penalties. 
Rewards are a far more wholesome and 
powerful stimulant. 

Let love be the guiding star in your nur 
sery, and you will find it a sale one to steer 
by. Over the desert waters of life your 
children's eyes will turn hack gratefully to 
its pure, steady love, and gat her strength and 
cheering for all the onward journey. — [ N. 
Y. Chronicle.

IIow the 300-PoUNDi.it Parrotts are Work 
ed.

A Curious Discovert — An Irisu Giant. — 
On Wednesday last as two laborers, in the 
employment of Mr. D Garry, Drotnelihyt 
were digging potatoes they came in contact 
with a massive bowlder, which required their 
united exertions to remove, having been arti- 
ficially set over four others, which formed an 
enclosure two leet square — hut well repaid 
were they for their labors, for having dis- 
placed it, they found the contents to he a 
copper ket le filled with silver pieces, each 
being about ten pence, and some of them 
hearing the date of 1510. This discovery, 
as might be expected, created quite a sensu 
tion in the neighborhood, and some of Mr. 
Garry’s Iriends having arrived, advised him 
to hire a number of men to dig the hill, in 
which they concluded, from the systematic 
arrangement of the stones a lew feet below 
the surface, there would he found more hid- 
den treasure. After having spent two 
weary days at their labor, and on the even- 
ing of the third, as they were beginning to 
despond, they perceived some stones set in 
mason work, which they upturned with 
much energy, and succeeded in entering a 
vault, which, to their surprise and discomfit- 
ure, contained nothing hut a leaden coffin 
about nine feet in length On taking off 
the lid (which, by the by, was considered 
very daring of them by the peasantry) they 
beheld a human skeleton, of massive pro-, 
portions, the thigh alone measuring 2 feet 11 
inches, and the cranium half an inch in 
thickness. Having expressed their surprise 
in wild ejaculations, aud gratified their curi 
osity by examining the relics more minutely, 
they quietly put on the lid, and "Let him 
sleep in the grave where his lathers hail laid 
him,” taking care not to shut the passage, 
so that all visitors may see the coffin, but 
only the favored fcwjiis enormous bones. 
It is supposed by the inhabitants that the 
gigantic man was Stoff, who, we are told by 
tradition, lived thereabouts, and was the 
terror of his enemies, and was tbo idol of 
his friends.

The President of the United States having 
issued a cail for 300,000 volunteers, the quo- 
ta assigned to Kentucky amounts to 12,f01. 
This num her shot! Id be raised by volunteering, 
for which time is given until the fifth day of 
January next. Should the enlistments not 
amount to the required number hv that day, u 
draft wilt be enforced to make u.p the deficit. 

The accompanying list shows the exact 
number each County wilt be required to 
furnish. Many of these sub-districts have 
already exceeded their proportions, and con- 
sequently no assignment is now made them. 
The enlistments will he entirely lor those 
Regiments now in the field, and for the space 
of three years or during the war. A premi- 
um of $15 for each new recruit, or $25 for 
each “Veteran,” will he paid the party pro- 
ducing him. us soon as the recruit reaches 
the place of general rendezvous. . Bounties 
ol $3D2 to new recruits, and of $402 to those 
who h ave served at least nine months, will 
be paid in convenient installments, the first 
of which amounting, with advance pay. to 
$75, will he given the recruit on his arrival 
at the camp of general rendezvous at •Louis- 
ville, and before his departure to the field. 
An earlier expiration of the war will still 
leave the recruit entitled to his full bounty. 

Details from every Company in the service 
will act as Recruiting Agents in the various 
snbdistricts Entire harmony of action 
exists between Maj Sidell, U S. A , acting 
Assistant Provost Marshal General for Ken- 
tucky at Louisville, his District Provost 
Marshals, and the Stale authorities. 

It behooves every man iu Kentucky to la- 
bor for the accomplishment ol this commou 
good, to assist in enlisting recruits sufficient 
to obviate the draft, which is sure to follow 
if we are delinquent in this duty. Let every 
one lend himself to this patriotic purpose- 
lot every neighborhood respond in the most 
triumphant, manner to this great moral and 
physical obligation. Let every County de- 
termine to he among the first to satisfy thi- 
demand of justice, equality and law.
